Only 11 percent of the regis¬ 
tered voters in Romulus deter¬ 
mined the 14 candidates who will 
appear on the Nov. 8 city council 
ballot 

The top 14 vote getters will 
move on to vie for seven open 
seats on the city council in the 
general election 

Unofficial totals Tuesday 
showed: Randolph Gear netted 
1,006 votes, Leroy Burcroff 
received 925. William Wadsworth 
received 899, Ellen Craig-Bragg 
received 876, John Barden 
received 804, William Crova 
received 754, Michael Prybyla 
received 632, Harry Crout 
received 600, Neima White 
received 473, Charles Miller 
received 421, Ed Buczkowski 
received 401, Rodney 
Pennington received 328, 
Stephen Lewkowicz received 
303, Leo Knasiak received 245, 
Tony Heimberger received 195, 


and Christopher Walock received 
186. 

Incumbent Councilwoman 
Debbie Romak is not running for 
re-election because she is seek¬ 
ing to unseat Mayor Alan 
Lambert in November 

Walock and Heimberger, both 
of whom have sought election 
previously, were eliminated by 
voters. 

If the general election were 
today, incumbents Gear, Burcroff, 
Wadsworth, Prybyla and Crova 
would be council members, 
along with challengers Barden 
and Craig-Bragg. Incumbent 
Councilman Charles Miller 
would be eliminated, which is 
unusual in a city that is tradition¬ 
ally loyal to incumbents. In the 
past 20 years, only one incum¬ 
bent, Don Morris, was unseated. 
Miller was the candidate that 
unseated him in 2001. 

But primary elections often 
do not mirror general election 
results, said City Clerk Linda 
Choate. 


“I’ve seen people over the 
years that have come up from 
way back to win a council seat,” 
she said. “It doesn’t happen 
often, but we have seen it” 

Burcroff said he doesn’t want 
to be over confidant but said he 
was happy with night’s results. 

Voter turnout however, disap¬ 
pointed Burcroff and others at 
city hall waiting for results 
Tuesday. Of the 16,690 registered 
voters in the city, about 11 per¬ 
cent made it to the polls. 

“I know that it’s just the pri¬ 
mary, but it’s a privilege to be 
able to cast a vote,” he said. “I 
was really hoping the total would 
be higher” 

Walock, who was eliminated 
from the general election contest 
said his age might have worked 
against him. 

“Given that I’m only 25, that 
seemed to hurt me a little,” he 
said. “I thought I put together a 
pretty good campaign.” He said

No health threat found in explosion residue

The long-awaited Environ¬ 
mental Protection Agency (EPA) 
report regarding the Aug 9 fire at 
EQ Resource Recovery was 
released last week, and confirms 
the initial findings that the dust 
cloud released as a result of the 
explosion has caused no lingering 


health threat 

The levels of lead, arsenic and 
cadmium found in samples from 
air monitors and residue tests 
taken after the explosion indicate 
that measurable levels are not 
toxic, according to the federal 
investigation and study. Test 
results measured that a granule of 
lead small enough for a child to 
swallow was 122 parts per million 


in residential areas in Wayne and 
Romulus, which is below the state 
benchmark of 21 parts per mil¬ 
lion 

Levels of arsenic are measured 
at about 2.83 parts per million, 
with about 5.8 being the number 
normally found in Michigan 
Don DeBlasio, a spokesman for

Incumbent Treasurer Pamela 
Kersey will face challenger 
Larry Moore in the general elec¬ 
tion in November 

Kersey and Moore defeated 
candidate Frank Romeo during 
the primary election Tuesday. 
Romeo received 97 votes. Kersey 
was the top vote getter with 1,152, 
and Moore received 340. In total, 
1,702 ballots were cast according 
to an unofficial count provided 
by City Clerk Linda Choate. 

Both candidates expressed 
gratitude and confidence at city 
hall as the votes were tallied. 

‘This is all determined by the 
voters as part of the election 
process,” said Kersey, who has 
served three terms as treasurer 
“I’ve tried not to dwell on the 
election. I really feel that it’s in 
the people’s hands.” 

Though there are a vast num¬ 
ber of votes separating Kersey 
from Moore, the challenger said 
he’s committed to spending the 
next two months closing the gap. 

“I came in second, and I 
haven’t done that much work,” 
said Moore. “Two months is a 
long way off, and I have a lot to 
do, but I still think I can gain 
more votes. I’ve got a few months, 
and I have a lot of work to do.” 

Moore said he was disap¬ 
pointed in the voter turnout but 
thinks that can work to his

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Telling tales 

Professional storyteller to discuss local Underground Railroad sites

Times have changed for the better, but 
revisiting the not-so-distant past goes a 
long way to help people of different cul¬ 
tures understand each other. 

So says Jacqueline Blake, a former 
teacher and storyteller who will return to 
the Romulus Pumpkin Festival for the 
third time to give her presentation, 
“Follow the Drinking Gourd,” to children 
and adults at 3:30 p.m. on Sunday at the 
Kingsley House at Romulus Historical 
Park. 

“It was truly a miracle that I met Pearl 
(Varner) and that she invited me back to 
the Pumpkin Festival,” said Blake. ‘This is 
a great opportunity to teach children 
about the heritage of African Americans in 
the United Stales, and to tell people about 
the historical significance of Romulus.” 

“Follow the Drinking Gourd” is aimed 
at children of all ethnic backgrounds. It 
utilizes the art of storytelling to explain 
how the Underground Railroad worked, 
and the sacrifices and risks African 
Americans took to reach freedom in 
Canada Blake formulated the stories from 
historical texts to bring factual informa¬ 
tion to children in way that is easy for 
them to understand. Songs, role-playing,

secret codes and authentic African arti¬ 
facts are part of the presentation. 

“I’ve done a lot of traveling, and I’ve 
picked up some authentic drinking vessels 
and other pieces,” she said. “It really helps 
to bring the culture - and stress that there 
was a country - before slavery. I stress that 
the slaves had a county and were kid¬ 
napped from their homeland. The 
Underground Railroad was a really 
important step for enslaved people.” 

Historical preservationists in Romulus 
believe Kingsley House, which was con¬ 
structed during the early- to mid-1800s, 
was a hub of activity for the anti-slavery 
movement in the northern states. Varner, 
the president of the Romulus Historical 
Society, said there are three trap doors 
that could have been gateways for the 
Underground Railroad. 

Blake knows that’s a little-known possi¬ 
bility among city residents. 

“That’s one of my personal goals in 
speaking, and one of the things I would 
like to do is prove that (Kingsley House) 
really was, without a doubt, a part of the 
Underground Railroad. 

“I know it’s difficult to prove, but I 
would at least like to see a marker,” she 
said. “At the very least, I think people need 
to know that something this historically 
significant is in their backyard.” 

Blake is originally from New York City, 
where she learned about storytelling at 
home. 

“I really learned about the power of sto¬ 
rytelling at my mother’s knee,” she said. 
“She told me wonderful stories about my 
great-grandfather, who was born into slav¬ 
ery. She told me how he built a life for 
himself after he was emancipated in 1863. 
That’s when my interest began.” 

Blake went on to college and then 
secured a job as an elementary school 
teacher She began to look for books and 
information in the marketplace featuring 
African Americans as main characters, but 
found nothing 

‘That was in the 70s, and there wasn’t 
much out there,” she said. “I looked again 
in the 80s - when my children were bom - 
and I found some things. But I decided 
right then that I wanted to share the sto¬ 
ries I was told.”

Blake then became a public speaker.

Their 
minds are so open at that age.” 

Varner said Pumpkin Festival-goers are 
equally enthusiastic. 

“Jacqueline’s stories are so informa¬ 
tive,” she said. “We ask her back every 
year because we’ve had so much positive 
feedback.” 

Blake said she hopes the stories help 
foster multi-cultural understanding 

“My focus is on African Americans, but 
I have several other presentations on dif¬ 
ferent cultures,” she said. “It’s great that 
the kids learn - real education comes from 
understanding each other That’s my life’s 
mission.”

education is invited,” he said. “It gives the 
community a chance where they can get 
together, have a good time and generate 
funds for an educational cause.”

New vehicle will help in emergencies

Just one month after a fire 
engulfed a chemical plant in 
Romulus, the city is using 
Homeland Security grant funds to 
purchase a mobile command cen¬ 
ter that will help law enforcement 
entities communicate efficiently 
during emergencies. 

Margaret Leduc, city emer¬ 
gency management coordinator, 
made the case for the $278,000 
vehicle at the regular meeting of 
the Romulus City Council meet¬ 
ing Monday. 

“It’s getting to the point where 
the grant funds must be used, and 
we think this is the best use for 
the funds at this time,” she said. 
“We used Canton’s command cen¬ 
ter during the EQ fire, and it 
worked welL” 

The grant funding was award¬ 
ed directly to the city in 2004 
which is fairly unusual because in 
most cases the government gives 
funds to Wayne County to dis¬ 
perse to municipalities. The city 


will purchase the vehicle from 
Holland Bus Co. of Holland, ML 

Typically, communities will 
use mobile command vehicles to 
organize large law enforcement 
or public safety endeavors that 
involve multiple agencies. In the 
vehicles, communication equip¬ 
ment is stored and supplies are 
kept on hand. The vehicle also 
provides shelter when a situation 
is considered prohibitive 

Sgt Jerry Hardesty, who coor¬ 
dinates emergency efforts for the 
Canton Township Police, said the 
mobile unit is a great help to law 
enforcement officers. 

“We’re always willing to let out 
neighbors use the vehicle when 
things like the EQ fire occur,” he 
said. “It’s important to keep in 
mind that we can be better pre¬ 
pared if we can communicate - 
and (not being able to do so) can 
be a problem sometimes.” 

But given that there are other 
communities that will loan out 
their vehicles, one councilman 
wondered if having one in 
Romulus would be redundant 


“I just would not want to dupli¬ 
cate services,” he said. “You’re 
telling me that there are five or 
six of these in the area” In addi¬ 
tion to Canton Township, 
Dearborn Heights, Inkster, 
Northville Township and Wayne 
County have similar vehicles. 
Northville Township purchased 
theirs from Canton. 

But Romulus is in a vulnerable 
position as an airport community, 
officials said. The crash of Flight 
255 at Detroit Metropolitan 
Airport in 1987 shuttered the city 
for days, and the EQ fire are 
examples. Also, statewide or 
regional emergencies, like the 
blackout of August 2003, can cre¬ 
ate additional problems for the 
airport that might require 
involvement of the Romulus 
police. 

The cily initially received five 
bids for the vehicle, said Public 
Safety Director Charles Kirby. 
The vehicle will arrive this fall 
and will be stored at the police 
station. Maintenance will be pro¬ 
vided by the city.

the EPA, said the numbers show 
the area is safe for inhabitants. 

“We really tried to get this mov¬ 
ing quickly, and it could have been 
longer if there had been some¬ 
thing wrong” he said. “But there 
wasn’t and we’re hoping every¬ 
thing is back to normal. We can 
now unequivocally say it’s safe for 
residents.” 

The EPA has come under fire 
from residents as well as elected 
officials during the last two weeks 
for not releasing the data as soon 
as it was analyzed, most notable 


from Congressman John Dingell 
(D-Dearbom), who said the data 
was not being made public in a 
timely fashion. EPA officials have 
left a copy of the report for public 
inspection at the Romulus Public 
Library at 11121 Wayne Road. 

Romulus Mayor Alan Lambert 
said he’s glad the report was final¬ 
ly released. 

“Obviously, this is really good 
news that it’s safe out there,” he 
said. “I think it’s good residents 
finally know there will be no lin¬ 
gering effects from this. I do think 
people were worried about this, 
so it’s good to know.” 


Twelve above-ground storage 
tanks filled with hazardous liq¬ 
uids slated for remediation 
burned well into the night on Aug 
9. About 1,000 residents living in 
Romulus and nearby Wayne were 
evacuated. When they returned, 
many found their homes, cars and 
lawns covered with fallout - or 
black ash. 

Romulus fire investigators are 
still investigating the cause of the 
fire. The plant, located on Van 
Born Road, is currently being 
cleaned under the oversight of the 
EPA and the Michigan Depart¬ 
ment of Environmental Quality.

River funds dry up 

In the latest round of bad environmental news, officials in Wayne 
County have passed along the fact that Congress has mandated that 
the Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) rescind $80 million in 
previously awarded grants. 

Among those valuable future projects jeopardized by this are sev¬ 
eral watershed restoration projects along the Rouge River, and fund¬ 
ing for the Assembly of Rouge Communities (ARC), itself The Arc is 
made up of 38 municipalities within the Rouge River Watershed; half 
of their budget comes from the EPA, the other half, from dues paid by 
the communities based on population and area within the watershed. 

This organization is a standard of the way things ought to happen: 
they work with the governments to secure additional grant funding so 
they can spread out the projects with a relatively limited expense to 
the benefit bfalL 

Inter-governmental cooperation is a concept that has been fostered 
by state and federal officials as a way for local municipalities to cope 
as these same federal and state officials continually take away their 
funding. Now, a benchmark of that kind of cooperation is in jeopardy. 

The goal of this grant freeze is most likely to find grant funds that 
have been allocated, but not yet used up, so they can be spent else¬ 
where. It almost goes without saying that the cost of the war overseas 
is continuing to add up, and now the government must deal with the 
after effects of one of the most cataclysmic natural disasters in history. 

In the light of this, communities will have to, more and more, take 
care of themselves and continue to do more with less funding. The 
grants they used to look to to help them make improvements will 
become fewer and harder to come by because there will be more 
municipalities looking, and fewer lines to stand in. 

It’s our hope that this latest threat to governmental cooperation - 
and the environment - doesn’t take place. The ARC and the work 
planned to bring the Rouge River back to its old glory days are far too 
important 

Goodwill outweighs 'rules’ 

A recurring theme has come to light in the ongoing coverage of 
the recovery of Hurricane Katrina: bureaucracy failed, but individ¬ 
uals and small groups persevered. 

Here’s a local example: 

In Canton Township, owners of the FhstLane Quick Oil Change 
wanted to put on a fundraiser to help victims of the hurricane On 
Friday, they put up a temporary sign, which read Help Katrina 
Fluid, near their business on the west side of Canton Center Road, 
just north of Fbrd Road. It was in the Fbrd Road right of way. 

Township building inspectors visited the site by about 10 am. 
that day, though, because of a complaint filed against the business. 
They asked the owners to take down the sign. They refused, adding 
two more to promote the fundraiser 

It’s not the first time the township sign ordinance attracted some 
attention. Anyone remember the scuffle over the Big Boy statue? 
That made headlines across the nation. 

Now, we understand that the inspector was just doing his job. We 
understand the township’s philosophy that if you make exceptions 
for one person or business, you have to make exceptions for every 
one - it’s part of the reason the Canton Goodfellows are no longer 
allowed to sell their papers on the streets during their annual holi¬ 
day donation drive, no one is allowed to sell in the streets. 

It’s also true that there probably wouldn’t be any problem if the 
company had applied for a temporary permit or gone through prop¬ 
er channels.

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Hey, a guy can dream, right? 


One of the first things I noticed when I started 
to cover the City of Wayne a few years ago still 
makes my list of favorite buildings. 

Almost everyone has a different name for it the 
Butler building, the Jamison Block building, the 
old Exotic Ports building 

Even those who aren’t familiar with it have 
probably seen it as they drove west on Michigan 
Avenue, it’s the one with the blue boards over the 
windows, tom awnings and red tile roof next to 
the old Historic Wayne Theater. It’s about a block 
west of Wayne Road. 

Anyone who hasn’t seen it may not be that excit¬ 
ed by that brief description, but I always looked at 
it for its potential, not its current condition. 

I had a dream, when I decided to stop working 
60 hours a week for someone else and start work¬ 
ing 70 or so for myself, to open up an independent 
bookstore in that building. My grand scheme 
included rented access to the open area of the the¬ 
ater next door, where I would have proposed a 
seasonal outdoor cafe or coffee shop. It’s a fantasy, 
of course, the thing would cost so much to fix up 


and the independent bookstore 
market is such a tough one that 
it would be fiscally impossible 
I would’ve had to charge $40 for 
a cup of coffee and, as Tve often said, people can 
get overcharged for coffee anywhere. 

Later, as I learned more about the history of the 
building, the interior condition of it and what it 
would take to make it habitable again, those 
dreams faded. 

Even so, I had hopes that someone would 
revive it 

So I had mixed feelings when it fell under the 
dangerous building ordinance here in Wayne. 

On one side, it’s a perfect example of what city 
officials hoped for when they enacted the ordi¬ 
nance last year. It’s something that has been in 
that dilapidated state for almost as long as anyone 
can remember. There have been no attempts to 
sell or lease it - or even to fix it up. The taxes are 
always paid, even though that takes place very

Sometimes I wonder if people even read news¬ 
papers anymore 

I try not to think about it too long because if I do, 
I start to ask myself too many questions like: Do 
people really enjoy my writing? Am I really that bad 
a writer?

One resident stood up and asked if this has even 
been covered in the newspapers? 

I thought to myself “You have got to be kidding 
me Is this lady crazy?” 

The first time I let it slide, but then it came up 
again and then again. Obviously, these people have 
not been reading the papers because ever since this 
topic (Central Dispatch Network) has been an issue, 
it has not only been covered in The Belleville 
Enterprise week after week, but also the other local 
papers and even The Detroit News. 


I found my face turning red 
(and not just because it was 
more than 100 degrees in the 
building), but because I was 
angry at people accusing me of not doing my job. 

Are newspapers a dying art form? 

In the early days, people would run around town 
gossiping about “who did what” and “did you hear 
about so and so” until eventually someone decided 
to market that technique and publish it in on 
paper—hence the newspaper. 

Today, newspapers have grown beyond that (not 
to say that the “gossip” practice has totally died) to 
provide the events, news and other important sto¬ 
ries in the community. 

Researchers have found that readers want: bet¬ 
ter content, especially community news; variety; 
good service; more openness to change; an easier- 
to-use paper; attractive design; shorter stories in 
some cases, but longer stories in other cases; a nar¬ 
rative-style writing, and overall, a good mix of con¬ 
tent Things that we writers, editors, publishers, 
designers and salespeople work very hard to cre¬ 
ate. 

But with the ever-changing technology, declining 
numbers in readership and lack of interest from the 
younger-generations, I can’t help but ask: will news¬ 
papers eventually go away for good? 

I hope not because not only will I be out of a job 
and a paycheck, but Fll also be unable to find the 
true sense of what is going on in our communities, 
country and world.

It should also be noted that the town¬ 
ship is working to provide relief efforts to 
the storm-damaged region, as well. 
Officials started a Canton to Canton pro¬ 
ject aimed to help their sister city of 
Canton, MS. 

But come on, if there’s ever a situation 
that transcends these minor bureaucratic 
procedures, it’s got to be something like 
this. Hurricane Katrina caused a nation¬ 
al crisis on an unprecedented level.

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Movie may make you a believer

Who would have ever thought to mix the horror genre with a courtroom drama? 

Director Scott Derrickson believes his The Exorcism of Emily Rose is the first such marriage. 

He, along with Paul Harris Boardmann, wrote the screenplay about the alleged demonic possession that leads 
to the death of 19-year-old Emily Rose. The screenplay puts the priest in charge of the exorcism in court to 
defend his actions. 

It sounds odd, but the splicing of the two genres works. The only downside of the film is the made-for-TV 

■ feel- 

At first I thought the film couldn’t go wrong with actors such as Laura Linney, Campbell Scott and Tom 
Wilkinson heading the project But the courtroom lacks the atmosphere one might expect from a horror 
movie—dark, gloomy and maybe even emotionally compelling. Instead, the room is stark, leaving those 
scenes entirely up to the actors. The result is a mix of bland courtroom scenes—nothing that couldn’t be 
found on LA Law. 

However, much like alleged cases of possession where humans are mere vessels for demons to 
move between their world and ours, the courtroom scenes are simply the links connecting the legal 
implications of the case with the scenes of horrific demonic possession. But like I said: somehow it 
all works. 

Linney is the bright spot of the entire film. She plays Erin Bruner, the attorney in charge of 
defending Father Richard Moore (Wilkinson) who’s charged with the negligent manslaughter of 
Emily Rose. 

Throughout, Erin, a self-proclaimed agnostic, struggles with her past She had made the head¬ 
lines previously by successfully defending a murderer she knew was guilty and now she ques¬ 
tions her actions. She takes the present case with the promise of a partnership at the firm she 
works for - but only if she can successfully reduce the plea bargain that the prosecutor, Ethan 
Thomas (Scott), originally offered Father Moore. 

Erin’s career appears to spiral downward when an agreement can’t be made and the case 
goes to trial. She then only has to do one thing: keep Father Moore from testifying—yet anoth¬ 
er bend that is bound to break her career 

Wilkinson, on the other hand, tends to just wander through his role without any 
attachment to his or any other character. And Scott’s character is one that could 
have been played by anyone and he acts like it 

Father Moore is more concerned that Emily Rose’s story is told rather than 
ft his own acquittal, which stresses how much he believes in what happened. 

Erin and Ethan battle it out on the courtroom floor in non-dramatic 
fashion. Ethan tries to prove that Emily suffered from a rare case of psy¬ 
chotic epilepsy that could have been treated successfully with anti-seizure 
medication, but argues that Moore made her stop taking them, which result¬ 
ed in her death. 

Erin has the job of proving that Moore was doing what he thought was best for Emily. He believed the 
medicine would make the exorcism unsuccessful. The archdiocese, which gave Moore the go ahead with 
the rights of exorcism, is paying for the defense They prefer that Father Moore make a plea rather than 
direct the spotlight to the church. 

Derrickson does a great job showing both sides of the case at this point As each lawyer debates their 
side of the story he uses flashbacks to show how the scene would look if demons were at work. During the 
prosecution’s cross examination he uses scenes that show what things would look like if Emily suffered 
from epilepsy 

In the end it becomes a battle of facts against possibilities. 

As the court drama unfolds, Emily’s story is told through a series of flashbacks as explained by various 
witnesses. The movie follows her ordeal from the night she is initially attacked by unseen demons in her 
dorm room to the actual exorcism at her parent’s farmhouse, somewhere in the Midwest 
There are several scary scenes—enough to make you jump but not too many to over do it 
Jennifer Carpenter takes on the grueling role of Emily and does a great job in the part She screams, 
gurgles and screams some more before contorting her body into some outlandish - and frankly, frighten¬ 
ing- positions all while frying to retain the innocent little girl buried inside. 

She watches as the faces of friends and strangers turn into demonic gi*imaces—the only real special 
effects in the film. Emily Rose does lack the gross, spewing effects on which The Exmvist. relied so heavily, 
which isn’t a bad thing 

The real story of the film is that it’s based off of hue events that happened about 30 years ago. 

In 1976, when The Exorcist: was at its height the Catholic Church made an extremely rare decision by 
recognizing the demonic possession of a German teenager Annaliese Michel. Doctors diagnosed her to 
have suffered from grand mal epilepsy, but her family, said to be religious fanatics, forwent medical treat¬ 
ment for an exorcism that failed, leading to her death. 

The attempt was recorded and used as a basis for Emily Rose. 

The fact that the movie is based on of true events made it. freakier and lefl me a bit unsettled in the 
end. 

7 lie Exorcism of Emily Rose , despite the afler-sehool-special feel, is worth seeing It is smartly written 
and directed well while meshing two very different genres. 

“Demons exist whether you believe in them or not” Father Moore said. 

This film might make you believe that they do.

Six years ago, 32-year-old Wesley 
Stephens had symptoms many people 
might ignore. 

Stephens, of Romulus, lost about 20 
pounds in a two-week time period. He 
also had headaches and a thirst that just 
wouldn’t go away. His wife, Keeyna, made 
an ominous prediction, not really sure if 
she believed it herself. 

“My wife was in nursing school and 
said I had symptoms of diabetes,” said 
Stephens, a systems administrator on the 
Johnson Controls EPIC team in 
Plymouth. 

One trip to the doctor later, the cou¬ 
ple’s fears were confirmed: Wesley 
Stephens was diagnosed with type I dia¬ 
betes, more commonly known as juvenile 
diabetes. Because he had never had any 
problems with his glucose levels in the 
past, his age and the fact that he exer¬ 
cised regularly, the diagnosis came as 
shock to Stephens and his family - even 
though many of his immediate family 
members suffered from the disease. 

“When I first was diagnosed, it was a 
major downer for me because of my lack 
of knowledge about diabetes,” he said. 
“Since then, I’ve learned more about 
what you can and can’t do with diabetes. 
It helped to have my wife by my sido 
through it alL” 

Stephens’ “downer” didn’t last for 
long: in 2000, he walked in the American 
Diabetes Association America’s Walk for 
Diabetes. In 2001, he became a Team 
Captain for Johnson Controls and began 
recruiting others to raise funds in the 
fight against diabetes.

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Federal government freezes river restoration project funds

The Rouge River National Wet 
Weather Demonstration Project (Rouge 
Project) is among the most effective river 
reclamation projects in the nation, and 
it’s in jeopardy. 

Officials in the Assembly of Rouge 
Communities (ARC) were recently 
informed by officials in Wayne County 
that the U.S. Congress mandated the 
Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) 
rescind $80 million in previously award¬ 
ed grants, said Robert Beckley, chair of 
the ARC. 

Among those grants are funds that are 
used Rouge River Watershed restoration 
programs and fund the ARC itself, a col¬ 
lection of representatives from 38 munic¬ 
ipal governments throughout the huge 
watershed. 

“This news is of great concern to the 
ARC as we are in mid-stride with our 
2005 budgeted activities and 60 commu¬ 
nity projects, all of which are dependent 
on the federal grant match,” he wrote in 
a letter to Bharat Mathur, acting regional 
administrator for the Midwestern region 
of the EPA “The current freeze puts us 
in very tenuous positions as a great deal 
stands to be lost if projects are halted at 
critical periods, particularly for con¬ 
struction projects that have already bro¬ 
ken ground.” 

The ARC itself operates on a $600,000 
annual budget, half of which is funded 
by the EPA grants. The remainder is 
funded by the member communities, 


which contribute 
on the basis of their 
population and 
area within the 
Rouge River 
Watershed. The 
City of Wayne sends 
$5,220 to the bud¬ 
get, according to City Engineer Ramzi 
El-Gharib. 

“It’s going to affect the operation of 
the organization, too,” he said. 

The ARC works with the local munici¬ 
palities to secure even more grant funds 
for projects designed to help the health 
of the Rouge River and its environs, 
according to Beckley. There are current¬ 
ly 60 active projects in 35 units of govern¬ 
ment and agencies that total about $35 
million in watershed restoration pro¬ 
jects, he said. All of those have required 
a 50 percent local matching fund from 
the units of government 

The purpose of the freeze, he said, 
was to identify monies that had previous¬

ly been allocated, 
but for projects that 
had not been used 
for any beneficial 
purpose. 

“Unfortunately, 
as a result, many 
purposeful grant 
monies, including Rouge Project funds 
that support ARC watershed restoration 
programs, are being held pending an 
agency-wide review of grant balances 
with expired completion dates,” he 
wrote. 

The City of Wayne doesn’t have any 
current grants through the system, but 


they have used funds in the past Grants 
helped pay for the Combined Sewer 
Overflow (CSO) project during the 1990s 
and the construction of the Equilization 
Basins, according to El-Gharib. 

“We made good use of the funds in the 
past,” he said. 

Beckley said he sent the letter in 
hopes that the EPA would reconsider the 
fund freeze, at least in the light of the 
many projects under going and planned 
through the ARC. 

El-Gharib agreed. 

“It’s a model to everyone in this 
nation,” he said of the Rouge Project 
“It’s working great”

Minor hockey leagues 
adopt new NHL rules

The National Hockey League 
(NHL) won’t be the only organiza¬ 
tion facing changes this seasoa 

Minor league hockey leagues 
like the Ontario Hockey League 
(OHL), of which the Plymouth 
Whalers are a part, and the 
Canadian Hockey League (CHL) 
have adopted the new NHL rules 
as well. 

At a conference in London, 
Ontario last week, the CHL and 
the OHL decided to endorse the 
new changes and a new standard 
of enforcement for the existing 
rules. The decision comes 
months after the NHL changes 
and just weeks before the regular 
season begins for the minor 
leagues. 

The changes are: 

An area behind the net has 
been established to restrict the 
goalkeeper when playing the 
puck behind the goal line. A vio¬ 
lation would result in a delay of 
game penalty. 

A team that has committed an 
icing infraction is not permitted 
to make any player substitutions. 

Any player who shoots the 
puck over the glass and out of 
play from his defending zone will 
receive a delay of game penalty, 
except for when the puck goes 
out of play into the players’ 
bench. A penalty will also be 
given to a goalie that, inside or 
outside the goal crease, freezes 
the puck without immediate 
pressure from an opponent 


The penalty assessed for div¬ 
ing has been changed from an 
unsportsmanlike conduct call 
and will simply be considered a 
minor penalty for “diving.” The 
OHL has also added a 10-minute 
misconduct to diving penalties. 

Players rushing in offside will 
have an opportunity to avoid a 
whistle if they “tag up” at the 
blue line before reentering the 
zone. 

The red line will not be used, 
allowing two-line passes. 

And, in the case of a tie, the 
game will have one four-on-four 
five-minute overtime period. If 
the game remains knotted there 
will be a shootout The visiting 
team will shoot first and alter¬ 
nate five shots with the opposing 
team. If it remains tied, the 
shootout goes into sudden death. 
The teams must go through their 
entire roster before a player can 
take a second shot 

The CHL has also adopted the 
NHLs standard of enforcement 
for hooking, holding and tripping 
of the puck carrier as well as 
interference of the non-puck car¬ 
rier.

Just five seconds into the ses¬ 
sion, Troy Robinson finished the 
drive when he punched through 
the defense for a four-yard touch¬ 
down run.

With about 3:14 left in the first 


half, Inkster struck again. This 
time, sophomore quarterback 
Aaron Shavers hit receiver JJ 
Snelling for a 22-yard score. The 
extra point attempt failed, but the 
Vikings had a 13-0 advantage. 

Inkster extended their lead fur¬ 
ther when Shavers connected with 
Alfonso Smith for a five-yard trip to 
the end zone with time expiring in 
the half. 

Robinson ended an 11-yard 
drive in the third frame with a one- 
yard plunge into the end zone. 
Inkster missed the extra point but 
had a 25-0 lead. They managed the 
final score without Shavers, who 
went out with an injury and missed 
the rest of the game. 

Ecorse made a move at the 
beginning of the fourth when they 
had a first down inside of Inkster’s 
10-yard line. But the Vikes’ defense 
held strong and kept them at bay. 

Shavers went 5-for-8 with 105 
yards and two TDs. Robinson 


racked up 117 yards on 19 carries 
with two scores. Fullback 
Dominique Ware rushed for 75 
yards and recorded nine tackles as 
a linebacker on defense. 

The Vikings could be without 
Shavers for most of the season due 
to his injury and will have to 
choose between Renty Rollins and 
Anre Goree, according to Carter 

In the third week of the season 
the team has already won twice as 
many games as last year’s team 
had. Carter hopes his philosophy 
of teaching the kids to win contin¬ 
ues to work. 

“I think the kids expect to win,” 
he said.
